The  Constitutional  Amendment  submitted  to  the  electors  at  the  election, 
November  7,  1905,  was: 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

"Sectiok  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  members,  and  shall 
be  constituted  on  the  basis  of  population  as  shown  by  the  United  States  census  next  preceding 
the  ^portionment,  always  allowing  one  representative  for  a  fraction  exceeding  half  the  ratio; 
but  each  town  and  city  shall  always  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  member;  and  no  town  or  city 
wball  have  more  than  one^ourth  of  the  whole  number  of  members.  The  general  assembly  shall, 
after  any  new  census  taken  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  re-apportion  the  representa- 
ticm  in  conformity  with  the  foregoing  provisions.  As  soon  as  this  amendment  goes  into  effect, 
and  after  each  census,  and  as  occasion  may  require,  the  general  assembly  shall  divide  each 
town  and  city  into  as  many  districts  as  it  is  entitled  to  representatives,  and  one  representative 
diaU  be  eleeted  from  each  district  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof.  Such  districts  shall  be  as 
nearly  equal  in  populaticm,  and  as  compact  in  territory  as  possible. 

**  Sec.  2.  This  amendment  shall  take  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State  the  place  of  Section  1 
of  Article  V,  'Of  the  House  of  Representatives,'  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  amendment  of 
said  section  and  article. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  first  election  of  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  under  the  provisions 
of  this  amendment  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November. 
A.  D.  1906." 


The  State  Roads  and  Annor}'  Loan  Proposition  submitted  to  the  electors  at 
said  election  was: 

"Shall  the  general  assembly  be  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the  Lnsue  of  .tuch  an 
amount  of  State  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  system  of  State  roads  already 
spproved  by  the  general  assembly,  and  to  complete  the  State  armory  already  authorised  by 
set  of  the  general  assembly  and  now  in  process  of  construction  in  the  city  of  Providence:  these 
bonds  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  in  such  amounts  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  general 
assembly  may  hereafter  determine? 

"  Provided,  kawever:  That  the  whole  amount  of  such  bond^,  so  issued,  shall  not  exceed  the 
foQowing  amounts,  respectively:  for  the  State  roads  six  hundred  thousand  dollar.4,  and  for  the 
State  armory  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars?  "

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS  AND  LOAN  PROPOSITION, 

NOVEMBER    2,    1909. 


The  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  the  Harbor  Improvement 
Loan  submitted  to  the  electors  at  this  election  were: 

"Article  XIII. 

"Section  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  never  exceed  one  hundred 
members,  and  shall  be  constituted  on  the  basis  of  population,  always  allowing 
one  representative  for  a  fraction  exceeding  half  the  ratio ;  but  each  town  and  city 
shall  always  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  member;  and  no  town  or  city  shall  have 
more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  members.  The  general  assembly 
may,  after  any  new  census  taken  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or  this 
state,  re-apportion  the  representation  in  conformity  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions. As  soon  as  this  amendment  goes  into  effect,  the  general  assembly  shall 
divide  each  town  and  city  into  as  many  districts  as  it  is  entitled  to  representa- 
tives, and  after  each  census,  or  as  occasion  may  require,  the  general  assembly 
may  so  di\'ide  each  town  and  city,  and  one  representative  shall  be  elected  from 
each  district  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof.  Such  districts  shall  be  as  nearly 
equal  in  population  and  as  compact  in  territory  as  possible. 

"Sec.  2.  This  amendment  shall  take,  in  the  constitution  of  the  state,  the 
place  of  section  1  of  article  V,  *  Of  the  house  of  representatives,'  which  said  section 
and  all  other  provisions  of  the  constitution  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
annulled." 

"Article  XIV. 

"  Section  1.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  preside  in  the  senate  and  in  grand 
committee.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  senate  and  grand  committee  shall  have 
a  right  to  vote  in  case  of  equal  division,  but  not  otherwise. 

"Sec.  2.  If,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  absence,  or  other  cause,  the 
lieutenant-governor  is  not  present,  to  preside  in  the  senate,  the  senate  shall  elect 
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one  of  their  own  members  to  preside  during  such  absence  or  vacancy;  and  imtil 
rach  election  is  made  by  the  senate,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  preside.  The 
presiding  officer  of  the  senate  shall  preside  in  grand  committee  and  in  joint  as- 
sembly. 

"Sec.  3.  This  amendment  shall  take,  in  the  constitution  of  the  state,  the 
place  of  sections  2  and  3  of  article  VI, '  Of  the  senate,'  which  said  sections  and  all 
other  provisions  of  the  constitution  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  annulled." 

"Article  XV. 

"Section  1.  Every  bill,  resolution,  or  vote  (except  such  as  relate  to  adjourn- 
ment, the  organization  or  conduct  of  either  or  both  houses  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, and  resolutions  proposing  amendment  to  the  constitution)  which  shall 
have  passed  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  presented  to  the  gover- 
nor. If  he  approve  it  he  shall  sign  it,  and  thereupon  it  shall  become  operative ; 
but  if  he  does  not  approve  it  he  shall  return  it,  accompanied  by  his  objections  in 
writing,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  which  shall  enter  his  objections  in  full 
upon  its  journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  present  and  voting  in  that  house  shall  vote  to  pass  the  meas- 
ure, it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  three-fifths  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  in  that  house,  it  shall  become  operative  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
governor  had  approved  it,  but  in  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be 
determined  by  ayes  and  nays  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and 
against  the  measure  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  each  house,  respectively. 
If  the  measure  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  six  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  become  opera- 
tive unless  the  general  assembly,  by  adjournment,  prevents  its  return,  in  which 
case  it  shall  become  operative  unless  transmitted  by  the  governor  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  with  his  disapproval  in  writing,  within  ten  days  after  such  adjourn- 
ment." 

"Harbor  Improvement  Loan. 

"  Shall  the  general  assembly  be  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the 
issue  of  state  bonds  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  acquirement  and  improvement  of  shore  property  in  Providence,  Paw- 
tucket,  and  East  Providence,  these  bonds  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  in  such 
amounts  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  general  assembly  may  hereafter  determine?"

This  pamphlet  shows  in  detail  the  votes  cast  in  each  voting  district,  ward, 
representative  district,  town,  and  city,  at  the  election  held  November  8,  1910,  for 
each  candidate  for  Representative  in  Congress,  General  Officers,  and  Senator 
in  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  each  representative-district  and  town  for  each 
candidate  for  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

This  pamphlet  shows  in  detail  the  votes  cast  in  each  voting  district,  ward, 
representative  district,  town,  and  city,  at  the  election  held  November  7,  1911,  for 
each  candidate  for  General  Officers,  and  for  Senator  and  Representative  in  the 
General  Assembly;  and  also  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  proposed 
Constitutional  Amendment  Article  XVI,  and  the  State  Highway  Construction 
Loan. 

The  number  of  straight  ballots  cast  for  the  Republican  or  Democratic  ticket 
is  given  at  the  foot  of  each  column  of  the  votes  for  General  Officers.

The  proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  the  State  Highway  Con- 
struction Loan  submitted  to  the  electors  at  this  election  were: 

"Article  XVI. 

"Section  1.  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  attorney- 
general,  general  treasurer,  and  senators  and  representatives  in  the  general  as- 
sembly, shall  be  elected  at  town,  ward  and  district  meetings  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  biennially,  conmiencing  A.  D.  1912, 
and  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  from  the  first  Tuesday  in 
January  next  succeeding  their  election  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

"  Sec.  2.  This  amendment  shall  take,  in  the  constitution  of  the  state,  the 
place  of  section  2  of  article  XI  of  articles  of  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
which  said  sections,  and  all  other  provisions  of  the  constjjtution  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  annulled." 

"  State  Highway  Construction  Loan. 

Shall  the  general  assembly  be  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the 
issue  of  bonds  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the 
proceeds  of  which  bonds  are  to  be  expended  in  the  construction,  reconstruction 
and  maintenance  of  state  highways  already  approved  by  the  general  assembly; 
these  bonds  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  in  such  amounts  and  upon  such 
terms  as  the  general  assembly  may  hereafter  determine."
